To give money, whiskey or other valuable considerations to induce one to vote is 


bribery. 


To pay one his day's labor to induce Trim to vote is bribery. 
To pay any person for his influence to induce him either to vote for or against any 


proposition is bribery. 


To hire a person to work at the polls to influence his vote is bribery. 
To hire any person to haul voters to the polls with the intent to influence the per- 


son or persons he hauls to the polls to vote for or against any proposition, is bribery. 


Section 2966-48 of the Statutes provides: Whoever, either directly or indirectly, by 


himself or through any other person, either gives, lends, offers or promises to give, 
lend or to procure or endeavors to procure any money or other thing of value to any 
elector to induce such elector or any other electoi to vote, or to vote for or against any 
propostion is guilty fo bribery.

If 
this is the case why did they not state f arther/that where- 
as the brewery could manufacture the beer under the 
present law, but they could not sell it, except possibly, in 
quite a devious and-questionable manner 


They say that large breweries have placed orders in 


anticipation of the rush to fill the demand in prohibition 
territory. The facts do not justify such a statement, but 
what an argument from prohibition adyocates, even ad- 
mitting their statement correct. 


The American Bottle company depends very little up- 


on the bottle trade of Licking county to operate their fac- 
tories. In this Mr. Montgomery and associate are cor- 
rect, as the .American Bottle company's-business extends 
over the entire United States ,and as I stated in my or- 
iginal communication, some-of these states are now prohi- 
bition, as also mkny 'of the counties in other states, there- 
fore, very little of the money that pays for the labor em- 
ployed by the American Bottle company emanates from 
Licking county, as eoparatively all of it conies from 
states and counties remotely removed from Licking 
county.
